B anti-alien land bill, which was 
killed by the State Senate 

February 3, as the result of pro- 
tests by the Japanese Embassy to 
the State Department at Washing- 
ton, Was reintroduced in the Senate 
this afternoon. 
. The bill, which had passed the 
lower house, was killed by the 
Senate from patriotic motives. It 
was reintroduced today as the result 
of charges made in affidavits, filed 
at Washington with the State De- 
partment, that the Japanese Hm- 
bassy’s protest had not resulted from 
orders from Tokio, but from the ac- 
tivties of an Idaho attorney, C. M! 
Booth, who was quoted by the 
affidavits as having sald he had 
brought pressure to bear on the em- 
bassy and the State Department 
through a Washington attorney. 
Booth denied the charges, saying 
the statements were false and ab- 
surd. He has been subpoenaed to 
appear before the Senate or a State 
committee Wednesday. He ad- 
mitted, it was said, that he trans- 
mitted the substance of the anti- 
alien bill to Washington.

ABOUT MONGOLIA. 


PEKING 18 REMINDED THAT 
STATE IS AUTONOMOUS, 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EECLUSIVE DisPaTcH.} 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.-——Advices 
received here from Peking state that 
Prince Kudacheff, Russian Minister 
to Peking, has again drawn the at- 
tention of the Peking government to 
the fact that Outer Mongolia, being 
an autonomous state, is still repre- 
gented in the Chinese Parliament. 
Russia’s ambitions in regard to 
Outer Mongolia long have been «4 
matter of discussion and comment 
among those familiar with the rela- 
tions between China, Russia and 
Mongolia. The attitude of the Rus- 
sian government toward the great 
province on the southern boundary 
of Biberia seems to justify the be- 
lief that Ruesia clings to the hope 
of the annexation, ultimately, of 
Outer Mongolia. This most recent 
protest of the Russian Minister to 
Peking would seem to emphasize that 
conclusion, 

In November, 1912, the agreement 
between Russia and Mongolia was 
signed in which Russia pledged her 
assistance to maintain Mongolia’s 
autonomy and her right to have her 
own army and to admit neither the 
presence of Chinese troops upon her 
soil nor the colonization of land by 
Chinese. In return for this Mon- 
golia granted to Russian subjects the 
possession of certain rights and priv- 
lleges, enumerated in the protocol 
attached to the treaty, among Which 
are the right of free trade, of leas- 
ing and owning real property. of en- 

ng in mining, fishing and lum- 
ring, establishing postal facilities 
and navigating streams that flow into 
Russian territory. It is further pro- 
vided that should any treaty be made 
subsequently with China these rights 
shall not be infringed.

BOSTON OPERA'S “AIDA.”

Unfolding those portals of splen- 
dor which belong uniquely to 


“Aida,” that magnificent musico-dra- 


matic spectacle of the final stage of 
Giuseppe Verdi's career, the Boston 
National Grand Opera Company 
again rejoiced the devotees of opera 
and art at their opening perform- 
ance last night at Clune’s Audito- 
rium. This is the second visit of this 
superior aggregation to this city, 
and their coming has been hailed as 
the big event of the winter season. 
They established a reputation of the 
fine quality of their productions last 
season which has retained its per- 
manence, despite the wearing in- 
fluence of passing months. And 
while the audience, in matter of 
size, did but fair justice to the note 
of this organization there Was a 
good display of brilliance and enthu- 
siasm to make up for this. 

Once again the Boston National 
Opera Company has brought for- 
ward that fine balance of principals 
that so seldom is the attribute of 
the opera company. Impresario Max 
Rabinoff's battle cry has been “death 
to the star system,” and im the case 
of his present company he has evi- 
dently carried this out by getting 
plenty of notables. The cast was 
one of the most brilliant that has 
ever been seen in any local produc- 
tion of opera, and needless to say 
it was the greatest local production 
of “Atda.” 

By this I do not mean that the 


National Opera Company 
last night gave us a perfect pres- 
entation.

The principals of the Boston Na- 
tional organization promise to be 
even a greater feature of their pres- 
entations than last season. In a con- 
steUation so symmetrical as to vocal 
capabilities as was presented last 
night, it might seem difficult to pick 
out any luminary above the rest. 
There was one glorious exception, 
however, and this is the baritone 
Bakianoff. It is with a degree of im- 
patience that one waits to hear his 
singing of Scarpia Wednesday night 
after his brilliant creation of the 
comparatively small role of Amo- 
nasro. Baklanoff is a Russian; but 
he sings like a cosmopolite. 
is French, German, Italian and ev- 
everything In his work. Besides, he 
plays his part. He made that scene 
of Amonasro with his daughter on 
the banks of the Nile, which half 
the time passes unnoticed, one of 
the big moments of the opera. 

WELCOME VILLANI. 

Luiaa Villani, who some years ago 
appeared as the “girl* in Savage's 
production of “The Girl of the Gold- 
en West.”’ returned Pucahontas-like 
(at least as to garb.) teroine of 
Verdi's opera. Villani i« one of those 
singers who satisfies practically all 
the time, more than eatisfieg you a 
good deal of the time. and who on 
occasion will thrill.
